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REMARKS 

In view of the above amendment, applicant believes the pending application is in 
. condition for allowance. 

The office action has been fully considered. 

Claims 1 and 5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as anticipated by Martin et al. 
Clah, 1 s2and4wererejectedunder35U.S.C. § 103 (a) as unpatentable over Martin mww of 
Bradford. Claim 3 was rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as unpatentable over martin m view of 
Bradford and further in view of Amacker. 

Applicant has amended the claims to more clearly differentiate the invention from the 
cited prior art as discussed below. The specification has been amended to clarify these pomts of 
distinction. No new matter has been introduced 

Upon review of the cited references, applicant believes the most pertinent prior art is the 
patent to Bill (5,970,874) cited by applicant in the Background of Invention and the IDS. 

This patent attempts to prevent Hie pallet arm of a screen printing machine, which must 
be positioned between the platens of a heat press (comparable to 14 and 15 of figure 3), from 
being damaged if the forces applied by the heatpress platens are not in balance. In the 874 
patent it is proposed to simultaneously move the upper and lower platens so that equal and
